6. A method according to claim 1 . wherein the stick-on tattoo is applied to a 
portion of the outer surface of the shoe that is white. 

7. A method according to claim 1, wherein the stick-on tattoo is applied to a 
portion of the outer surface of the shoe that is dear, 

8. A method according to claim 1, wherein the stick-on tattoo can be removed 
with no more than moderate effort by only scratching with a fingernail even after 
adhering to the shoe for more than one month,

film-like material

portion; wherein the smooth portion of the outer surface of the shoe is disposed 
within^the/ecessed portion. 

13. A decorated shoe according to claim 12, wherein the recessed portion has an 
average width of at least 1.2 centimeters. 

14. A decorated shoe according to claim 1 2, wherein the recessed portion has a 
surface area in excess of 10 square centimeters. 

1 5. A decorated shoe according to claim 1 1 , wherein the smooth portion of the 
outer surface of the shoe is comprised of polyvinyl chloride (PVC). 

16. A decorated shoe according to claim 11, wherein the stick-on tattoo is 
comprised of a combination of a <x>poiymer and apolyester^in. 

17. A decorated shoe according to claim 1 1 , wherein the smooth portion of the 
outer surface of the shoe approximately matches the stick-on tattoo I n size. 

18. A decorated shoe according to claim 11, wherein the smooth portion of ths 
outer surface of the shoe is stitched into the outer portion of the shoe. 


19. A decorated shoe according to claim 11 t wherein the stick-on tattoo is 
comprised of a film-like material.
